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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Newtown  and  Llanidloes  Rural  District  Council, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  196**  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  district, 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947,  Section  4? 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and 
are  in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  section, 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  129  live  births  giving  a rate  of  15.18  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  17,43  in  1963.  Of  these  11  were  illegitimate.  There 
were  9 home  confinements,  1 still  birth  and  7 premature  births. 

There  were  2 infant  deaths  giving  an  infant  morta  lity  rate  of  15.45  per 
1,000  live  births  compared  with  13,5  in  1963. 

There  were  89  deaths  which  gives  a rate  of  10.47  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  12.25  in  1963. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

These  are  maintained  by  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board. 

SANITATION 

Work  continued  on  the  sewerage  schemes  a,t  Bettws  and  Stepaside  and 
improvements  were  commenced  to  the  existing  works  at  Tregynon. 

Work  commenced  on  a sewerage  scheme  for  Bwlchyffridd.  Exentension 
was  made  to  the  sewer  along  the  Carno  road  at  Caersws  to  serve  6 properties. 
Plans  were  drawn  up  for  a sewerage  scheme  at  Llanwynog. 

It  is  expected  that  Ministry  approval  will  be  obtained  for  the  proposed 
Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at  Llandinam  and  at  Clatter  in  1965. 

The  Consultant  Engineers  were  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for  Sarn. 

The  villages  in  the  Rural  District  which  enjoy  public  sewerage  are 
Caersws,  Carno,  Kerry,  Llangurig  and  Tregynon. 

Public  conveniences  are  maintained  by  the  Council  at  Caersws  and  Llangurig 
and  are  kept  in  a reasonable  state  and  are  not  subjected  to  hooliganism. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 

The  4 slaughterhouses  at  Trefeglwys,  Caersws,  Tegynon  and  Clatter 
come  up  to  Ministerial  standards  and  are  well  maintained.  They  are  visited 
regularly  and  100/&  inspection  is  carried  out. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  building  of  the  following 
houses  : 

Caersws  - 12.  Bettws.  - 4.  Manafon  - 2. 

Site  works  were  commenced  at  Dolfor  where  4 houses  are  to  be  built. 

20  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Details  of  Improvement  Grants  will  be  given  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Tipping  is  discontinued  at  Caersws,  but  continues  at.  Petnprompren, 

Cwmbelan  and  at  the  Brickyard  Tegynon. 
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During  the  night  of  December,  12th  following  heavy  rainfall  in  the 
Plynlimmon  area,  the  River  Severn  was  in  flood.  Extensive  flooding  of 
agricultural  land  occurred  and  the  main  flooded  area  of  domestic  property 
was  at  Caersws  and  more  than  100  properties  were  affected  up  to  a depth 
of  4'  in  some  places.  A few  properties  at  I’andinam  Old  Hall  and  Abermule 
were  also  flooded. 

I W'  uld  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Rural  Council 
Offices,  both  the  Clerk’s  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Offices,  for 
their  kindness  and  co-operation. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  report  that  Mr .H.H. Thomas,  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  died  on  June  12th,  1965.

HEW  DWSLLIITG  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  houses  were  completed  at  CAERSWS  12,  BE'TTWS  4, 

MATAFON  2,  and  the  site  prepared  at  DOLFOR  for  4 houses. 

In  the  case  of  private  enterprise  20  houses  were  under  construction 
at  31st.  December  1964,  and  20  completed  during  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 

Sewage  disposal  schemes  are  in  operation  in  the  villages  of  - 
Caersws,  Llangurig. , Camo,  Kerry  and  Tregynon,  and  during  the  year  work 
was  commenced  on  schemes  at  Tregynon  and  Bwllchyf fridd  and  completed  at 
Bettws,  the  swwer  extension  at  Caersws  was  also  completed. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963. 

This  Act  was  brought  into  operation  on  1st.  May  1964,  when  Employers 
were  required  to  notify  the  Council  with  regard  to  their  employed  staff.  The 
main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  ;v  -ration  on  1st.  August  I964. 

Nineteen  retail  food  premises  were  inspected,  5 of  which  came  within 
the  scope  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  were  registered.  There  were  no 
accidents  notified  during  the  year. 

FLOOD  DAMAGE. 

Flooding  occ’irred  within  the  Councils  district  during  the  week  end 
I2th.  - I3th.  December  1964*  Caersws  was  the  area  most  seriously  affected 
but  properties  in  at  least  seven  other  parishes  were  known  to  have  suffered 
damage .
